Besides ex- 
pounding the organization of the 
Counell, the report deals specifically 
Jwith the road-construction, water 
‘Conservancy, public health and agri- 
cultural activities carried out under 
the Council's supervision, direction 
‘or guidance. ‘The progress of road- 
‘making is indicated by the fact that 
‘the 28,000 miles existing in 1930 have 
risen to about 68,000:miles in 1935. 
In 1921 the mileage was estimated to 
stand at the modest gure of under 
/800 ‘miles, according to. the report. 
The work of the Central Field Health 
Station is a satisfactory feature of 
the Public Health programme and its 
‘co-operation ‘with various educational 
and missionary institutions may be 
taken to guarantee development over 
‘a large fleld. of endeavour. The re~ 
port Is devoid of extravagant claims. 
Tt merely sets forth what has been 
achieved in the simple language of 
‘accomplishment and it deserves there- 
fore to be regarded as a symbol of 
real offort in tackling the economic 
Feconstruction of the country.

‘The Congress adopted a resolution 
proposed by Mr. Sun Fo to the effect 
that inorder to mect the national 
etisis “the Party should endeavour 
fo bring about within the shortest 
‘ime, Toeal self-government through- 
out the country in accordance with 
Dr, Sun's plan for national recon- 
struction, and usher in, by stages, the 
‘period of constitutionalism. 

‘ween Mr. Sun Fo assumed the 
presidency of the Legislative Yuan in| 
January 1933, he first thing he did 
was the appointment of a Constitu- 
Won-Dratting Commission, of which 
‘ke himself was the chairman. Dr. 
Jebn C. H, Wu was asked to present 
fa preliminary draft as basis for dis 
cussion by the Commission, This he! 
campleted in June 1033, 





First Draft Prepared 


‘The Commission studied the critic 
Isms that kad been provoked by Dr. 
Wu's draft and produced a dratt which 
was adopted by the Legislative Yu 
In February 1934. ‘This is known os 
the first draft, This draft was re~ 
Teased for public discussion and 
criticism on March: 1, 1934, 

‘Opinions and eriticisms "thus a 
cumulated ran to several volumes. A 
small committee appointed "to 
igest this material. In the light of 
these criticisms and suggestions, the 
ing Commission revised 
frat dratt and submitted a new draft 
which was adopted by the Legislati 
Yuan" on June 29, 1934. This was 
again released for public criticism on, 
July 9, 1934, 


More Changes Introduced 


‘A numbor of changes were made. 
of the second draft and a new draft 
was passed by the Legislative Yuan 
on OMober 16-1094, ‘This thisd draft 
was submitted to the Central Execu- 
tive Committee of the Kuomintang in 
December, 1934. ‘The CEC. referred 
At to. its, standing committee. On, 
October 17, 1995, the standing com- 
mittee of’ CEC. enunciated five 
general principles upon which the 
draft skould be further revised. (see 
"N.-C.D.N." October 27, 1995). 

‘Tre Drafting Commitee | of the 
Legislative Yuan set to work again 
and submitted a new. draft to the 
Legislative Yuan which adopted it on 
October 25, 1936. 

"This draft was submitted to the Sth 
Plenary Session of tke Kuomintang 
Congress held in November, 1935, 
whieh was referred to a Standing 
Committee on Constitution. The com- 
mittee in question after many meet- 
ings laid down a number of points 
whleh* became the basis of revision. 












































Fitth and Final Draft 

‘Thereupon a committee of eight! 
persons was appointed by the Presi- 
dent of the Legislative Yuan to study 
the points and produce a draft. Such’ 
a draft was presented to and 
‘adopted after a few minor amend- 
ments, by the legislative Yuan on 
May 1, 1996,

CHINESE FAIL TO 
UNDERSTAND 


Views .on Japan Policy by 
Ambassador-Designate 


Tokyo, May 9. 

‘The projected readjustment ‘of 
Japan's relations with Soviet Russia| 
will have “a vital bearing” on Nip- 
on's policy towards China, said Mr. 
'S. Kawagoe, Ambassador-designate to| 
China, on tis arrival here last night} 
from ‘ientsin, where he has been 
serving 35 Consul-General, 

‘Japan's China policy, he sald in an 
‘exclusive interview, ‘will alse be 
guided by a desire “to regulate” 
relations between China, Japan and 
/Manchoukuo. 

Questioned on the reports of & 
secret Sino-Soviet pact, Mr. Kavagoe| 
replied that “If the reports ara true, 
they only demonstrate China's tradl- 
onal polley of, playing one power 

“We must strive” he added, “to 
lead China to dispense with’ her| 
faully understanding of our puticles 
and make her realize tho importance 
‘of Sino-Japanese co-operation in the 
stabilization of the Orient.” 

Economie factors, according to Mr. 
Kawagoe, were responsible for last| 
year’s incidents in north Chins.  “I| 
must’ be emphasized—to permit a| 
Detter appreciation of the situation in| 
the rerth—that Japan was forced to| 
Yemove political pressure upon her| 
economic pursuits. As a result of| 
this action Japan's economic activi- 
ties in north China have been brought | 
back (fo the eaten track, siving 
Dromise of further development 


Red Operations in Shansi 
Mr, Kawagoe did not believe that) 
the ‘Communists operating in the 
southwestern part of Shansi would 
succeed in penetrating the eastern 
art of the province. “If they do." 
he added, “the Hopei-Charhar Politi 
‘eal Council will open a punitive cam- 
ppaign against them. If the situation 
‘becomes serious, the Japanese Garri- 
son in north China cannot ignore it." 
‘There are “not a few" Chinese, the 
‘Ambassador said, who appreciate 
‘Japan's political and economle power, 
and “Belleve in the inevitably of 
relying upon Japan.” He regretted th 
presence of "some pollielane who 
still misunderstand Japan's policies.” 

“China at present lacks selentifie 
knowledge,” he concluded.“ With| 
‘economic. and. technical guidance, 
China, I believe, can confidently ex- 
pect future progress and maintenance 
of friendly relations with nelghbour-| 
‘ing nations.” 

Mr, Kawagoe called on Mr. K. 
orincuehi, Vice-Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, at the latter's office this 
morning to make a detailed report 
‘on the situation In north China. 

"The Ambassador-designate will be 
formally inducted into his new omce 
by the Emperor on or about May 
12 and will leave here for his post 
early in June—Domel.

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A SINISTER THREAT

‘Mr. Hachiro Arita’s assurances of 
his Government’s desire to. make| 
stability of Eastern Asia Japan's} 
contribution to world peace might 
be respectfully commended to the 
attention of the Japanese military 
authorities on whose aims Reuter's 
‘Tientsin correspondent has thrown 
lurid light, If that information is 
correct it would seem that the, 
Japanese military, after deliberate~ 
ly preventing tho Customs Service 
from exercising its normal func- 
tions, now point to the smuggling 
chaos thus produced as good and 
sufficient ground for setting up an 
independent Customs regime: Such 
@ scheme, so far from ensuring the 
safety of foreign loan services, 
would actually involve the break- 
down of the Customs thus depriv- 
ing China of the only effective 
expression of her national cohesion. 
On the integrity of the Customs 
Service depend the interests of the’ 
«Whole fabric of foreign trade in| 
China—shipping, commerce and 
banking, Citation of the so-called 
Simpson regime affords no proper] 
precedent, for, apart from the fact] 
that it involved no tariff changes, it} 
was of short duration and was} 
manifestly doomed to failure from| 
the start. In ‘the event it was not 
able to shake the safeguards for] 
the preservation of the integrity of 
the service, In the light of the| 
orgy of smuggling which has been 
proceeding in the North, the’ pro~ 
posed creation of a separate 
Customs regime ‘would shatter the 
organization on which China's 
credit is secured and without which 
foreign trade relations with China 
would become hopelessly com- 

plicated to the point of paralysis. 
‘The Japanese Government hi 
been remarkably tolerant of the in- 
dependent adventures of its imili- 
tary representatives in China. It 
surely cannot welcome this further 
exercise of, an initiative which 
would cramp its own foreign policy 
and put out of account serious pro- 
posals for restoring Sino-Japanese 
understanding to a workable 
basis, In essence the suggested 
solution for the present difficulties 
In the North would entail, not 
merely another amputation of 
Chinese territory, but also the 
deliverance of a deadly blow at 
Chinese sovereignty. So foreign 
aggression In its most flagrant form 
would drive the Chinese Govern- 
ment to the brink of a collapse in 
which Japanese, as well as other 
foreign and Chinese interests, 
would be in dire peril. Aleady the 
smuggling scandal has apparently 
presented the world with the amaz- 
Ing spectacle of the mililary repre- 
sentatives of a first-class Power 
on the territory of a weaker nelgh- 
bour throwing the weight of their 
influence behind a rapidly develop- 
ed organization for flouting the 
customs regulations to which that 
Power, with others, is pledged to 
give its support, Chinas revenues 
are thus outrageously raided. 
It is estimated that on occasicns a. 
single day's admission of smuygled 
woods has involved a loss of as| 
much as $600,000 in respect of rev- 
enue which would have ordinarily 
been collected. Moreover the ad- 
mission of goods free of duty has 
the offect of damaging and ultimate- 
ly destroying legitimate trade by 
which Japanese, other foreign na- 
tlonals and Chinese, are contributing} 
to the peaceful commercial develop- 
ment of this country. To meet this] 
situation factitiously created by the| 
arbitrary exercise of Japanese] 
military force, it Is now suggested 
that a separate customs regime 
shall be set up: in plain language, 
‘the smuggleis’ paradise is to be 
Jegalized at the point of the bayonet. 
Mr. Arita’s request that the 
Chinese authorities should take a 
broad view of the situation in East) 
Asia, is made fantastical by the 
proposals attributed to his military 
colleagues in North China. What 
breadth of view is required to 
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sive absorption of Chinese territory, 
such as must be implicd in the 
‘alleged intentions of the’dominant| 
‘Japanese power in the North? ‘To 
the megalomaniac mind all things 
are possible, but Mr. Arita, like his 
predecessor and Prime Minister, is 
credited with a sound senso’ of 
diplomatic possibilities and interna 
tional niceties. He cannot be 
salisfled that the present situation| 
in the North redounds to  the| 
prestige of tlose responsible for it. 
His own anxiely to vindicale Japan's! 
readiness to co-operate in the solu-| 
tion of the world’s economic| 
diMculties is creditable to his own| 
reputation and that of the nation 
whose spokesman he is. Political| 
Issues may be discussed between 
China and “Japan in the ordinary 
course of diplomatic business.

LOUISE CREIGHTON

Li, Mr, Dju 
Yu Bao and Mrs. Joyce Gear. ‘The 
reference to the classification of 
factories In. the Council's Annual 
Report shows that there are no less 
than 03 printing establishments in 
the” Settlement and they employ 
17730 workers, Under Dr. Read's 
direction a third study has been 
earried out into the examination ef 
the diet of workers, and this report 
hhas yet to appear. When criticism is 
being levelled against the Council 
the fact thal the Council's own ad- 
ministration is actively facilitating 
Investigation should be bore in 
mind, ‘Thus the Annual Report shows 
that in all but five of the chromium. 
plating vats exhaust ventilation had 
Been fitted by the end of 1935, action 
whieh was taken as soon as the facts 
were known and before publication 
of the Read Report. And it is reason 
fable to presume that by now all the 
vals have been so fitted. Only from 
July 1 last has staff been available 
for the regular educative work of the 
Industrial Section, so that in a com- 
paratively short space of time real 
progress has been made, But more 
can be done withmore staff and more 
time, It is obviously unreasonable to 
attack the Counell when actually that 
body Is facilitating the revelation of 
facts on the basis of which education 
of employers and the public is be- 
Binning to take effect.

‘The First Impetus 


Before discussing the actual effect 
on trade, T wil give a short resumé

petus to omuggling in these parts was 
fiven by the ill export ‘of sliver 
dollars ‘by bands of “Koreans. and 
Sapanese Foughs (alas 
‘was part of the "poliey of preseur 
fof the Kwantung Army” authorities 
fo undermine the Chinese currency 
‘They therefore winked at the smuge 
ling af. sliver. The eyes. of the 
Smugaling fraternity were soon opene 
fed to the fact that here was a per- 
fectly ‘sate and. highly promtable 
means of making money.” They tum- 
fed. thelr attention to. fresh amethods 
find other forms of contraband. Lor- 
tes ‘onded with bags of sugar and 
artical silk, shipped by rail to Jehol 
from: the free port of Dalren, and 
funrded by armed Koreans, "were 
driven. foreibly past. the, Customs 
ations at the pazses on the Great 
Wall, As. these stations were within 
the demilitarized zone, the Customs 
OMiclals were not allowed to. carry 
temn, tnd therefore were powerless, 

"The smugglers became even bolder, 
Direct shipment by sea from Dalren 
‘was obviously ‘much cheaper. Last 
October, junks and trawlers began 
‘making thelr appearance off the coast 
Between ‘Shanhatkuan and Peltaiho, 
When Customs eruisers attempted to 
elze thom, the Kwantung Army pro- 
tested that this was a breach of the 
terms of the ‘Tongkit Truce Agree: 
ment, ‘The revenue cruisers. there: 
fore had. to be withdrawn, although 
the, Customs always have insisted 
tat, it ey were allowed to perform 
‘hele dulles, they could stop the emug- 
‘ling by sea within a week. “When 
the ‘Customs oMcers tried 0 collect 
duty on the ‘contraband landed on 
{the open beaches, they were beaten 
by Koreane armed with clube, 

Proleate Ignored 

Protests by the Customs against 
these essaulls were ignored by the 
Sapanese authorities, whereas, if any

"The chiet centres of this now activ- 
Hty, the new free ports in the literal 
sense of the word, are the beaches 
at Peitaiho, Chinwangtao, Nantashih, 
and that ‘near Liushouying. The 
railway stations most used are Chin- 
wangtao, Peltaiho,  Changll, Liu- 
shouying, and Luahehow. ‘The most 
Ineredible scenes take place here, as 
deseribed by eye-witnesses. When. 
the smuggling started on a small 
seale, and goods were brought in 
luggage, the early morning passenger 
‘train for Tientsin, which was the one 
favoured by the ‘Korean gentry, was 
fenerally known as “The Smugglers 
‘Traln.” “It is now, however, no longer. 
a case of personal luggage, but of 
freight cars, and doubtless before 
Jong will be a question of whole 
‘froight trains. 


No Fear of Seizure 
Dozens of trawlers and steamers, of 
as much ‘as 1,000 ‘tons, lle in. the 
roadstead and ‘discharge into a fleet 
of sampans which bring the cargo| 
ashore. “It is then stacked up on the 
beach by gangs of Chinese coolles 
‘working under the supervision of 
‘armed Koreans, and kept there quite 
openly and without any fear of sel- 
fzure. Each lot of goods is marked 
with a white flag carrying the name 
Jof''the Japanese transportation com- 
pany that has brought in the cargo, 
‘The beaches present a scene of the 
Breatest activity; in fact, East Hopel 
police have been sont there to keep 
order and regulate the trail 
‘From the beaches the cargo is car- 
ried by coolles, animals, carts, and 
now even by a fleet of motor lorries 
fon to freight cars which are forcibly 
ized by the Koreans, who, however, 
have to pay the full freight charges.

‘The legitimate sugar business has 
been absolutely dead sinco last Oct- 
ober. ‘The regular foreign agents, 
neluding Japanceo, have not been 
‘able to sell a single bag since then. 
Nor is this strange, seeing that white 
sugar is selling at present on the 
‘Tiontsin market for $13 per _picul, 
whieh is just about half the proper 
pelee, with the import duty at $14.60 
per plcul. Even a lowering of the 
duly by ag much as $0 per cent, would 
not help legitimate business, unless 
other and more foreible measures 
were taken to. stop the smuggling. 
‘The East Hopol tax is only $4 per 
bag of 1.35 pleuls. Nor can the sugar 
trade derive any comfort from the 
fact that, for the moment, the ‘Tien- 
sin market is so flooded with sugar 
that "even. the smuggled ‘cargo no 
Tonger can be absorbed. Chinese 
dealers have hired every kind of 

ein. the Japanese Concession 
where the sugar can be stored until 
Eradually. It'Is shipped away “up- 
country. 

‘The oll business has only in the 
last month or so received the atten 
ion of the smuggling fraternity, but 
the illegal imporis are growing, 
rapidly and aro having a disaslrous 
‘effect on the legitimate trade. Dur- 
Ing April,’ about 20,000 cases of kero- 
ene and 1,000 cases of gasoline have 
been landed in East Hopel from 
Dairen, about 85 per cent. of which 
Is from Japanese refineries, ‘This is 
being sold at about $2 per 10 gallons 
Below tho price of the established 
brands of the legitimate companies. 
The Jatter have to pay import duty’ 
on kerosene of $430 and on gasgline 
of $5.11 per 10 gallons bulk, as against 
the duty levied by East Hopel of 
about $1 per case (10 gallons), These 
very rough and condensed figures will

Apart from loss of revenue, one of 
tho most serious effects of this trade 
Jn smuggled cargo is that money i 
being diverted from legitimate mar- 
et requirements. A lot of the cargo 
is unwanted and nover would have 
been brought in but for this illegally 
erented free-trade. area. As. the 
market in cach articlo becomes satur- 
ated, the smuggling companies turn 
to fresh sources. ‘Thus, not only the 
volume, but also tho number of 
articles’ affected gradually must ine 
crease until every branch of trade 
has become involved. In. time, the 
natlunals of other countries ‘besides 
Japan will be forced to Join in, oF 
will have to go out of business’ al- 
together. In the ordinary course of 
‘business, they then will be shipping 
to the free port of Dairen and from 
there through the Japanese smuggling 
transportation companies across to 
East Hopel. Even. that, however, 
might not help them for long. As 
the illicit trade increases, the storage 
accommodation at Dairen and. the 
shipping faollities across the gulf will 
give out, and the Japanese will, of 
course, ‘take every opportunity to 
favour tholr own nationals. so that, 
in the ond, foreign firms will not be 
able to compete even in the smuggling 
business. 

‘The Japanoso claim that the smux- 
sling Is due to the unreasonably high 
import duties. It is generally ad- 
mitted that the duties are too high, 
particularly in the case of necessities 
Such as wheat, sugar, kerosene, and 
0. forth.

Immunity of Smugglers

Ananeing or are directly engaged in 
the smuggling, though naturally it is 
the ‘Chinese dealers who buy the 
cargo on arrival.

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CUSTOMS REVENUE IN NORTH DIMINISHED 


Rampant Smuggling as Main Cause: Consuls-General 
Alarmed: Questions in the Commons 


Tientsin, May 11. 

Customs revenue from TTentsin and 
the various Great Wall passes for the 
‘2th seal year ending June 90, 1936, 
Is expected to register a decrease of 
‘over 80 per cent. as compared with 
that for the previous year, according 
to Information from the local Customs 
authorities. 

‘The main eause for the sharp fall 
in Customs revenue is the rampant] 
smuggling activities which have been 
golng on through the demilitarized 
zone. 

‘Up to now, it was learned, there has 
already been a decrease of over $20- 
million, although exports have soared 
by the’ amount of $100,000.

GOOD PROGRESS MADE 


A. Cadogan’ Interviewed 
im London 


London, May 4. 

‘The growth of the Central Govern- 
ment’s prestige was the outstanding 
feature of conditions in China, de- 
clared Sir Alexander Cadogan, former 
British Ambassador in Chino, in en 
interview with Reuter following his 
return here last night, 

Sir Alexander, who was | ac- 
companied by " Lady ‘Theodosia 
‘Cadogan and their daughters, returned 
to London to take up his new post as 
Deputy Under-Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, 

‘Admiration for General Chiang 
Kai-shek, President of the Executive 
Yuan of the Nanking Government. 
‘was expressed by Sir Alexander. “His 
capacity for work is enormous," he 
declared. “He never spares himself 
and I regard him as a statesman and 
real patriot.” 

‘The economle work being done by 
the Nanking Government, he con- 
tinued, was very remarkable, while 
Gnancially, the outlook appeared to 
be improving. Sir Alexander sald he 
thought that China's new currency 
promised to work well and stressed 
the importance of the stabilizing in- 
uence of the Central Bank of Chin: 

‘The conditions of the peasantry, 
east in Central China, he stated, were 
improving. ‘They ‘had suffered 
severely from the recent fall in prices 
‘and there was still too much irregular 
taxation, but they were no 
perpetually able to have all thelr 
substance devoured by hordes of un- 
controlled and rapacious generals. 


Communism, he added, although 
greatly reduced, was still a serious 
problem owing to the vastness of the 
country and general lack of com- 
‘munications. 

‘The unrest among students was 
‘based on hostility to Japan, This had 
caused much anxiety for’ university 
authorities, “but the same sort of thing 
is prevalent in many countries.” A 
recent conference betwaen student 
delegates and General Chiang, he 
declared, had done much to clear the 
alr, 

Continuing, Sir Alexander said that 
the New Life Movement was a very 
Interesting phenomenon. Some of its 
tenets, he stated, might strike out- 
siders as slightly unnecessary, but 
fundamentally, it was derived ‘trom 
those things in which Chinese elviliza- 
tion was most firmly rooted, and thus, 
there appeared to be a beginning and 
right end in the work of national 
restoration.

STRAIGHT SPEAKING 
BY GEN. CHIANG 


Praise and Condemnation for 
Provinces Visited 


Nanking, May. 8. 
“rhe most vivid impression | 1 
gathered “from my recent trip to 
Szechuan, Kwelchow, and Yunnan, 
was that’ the people’ of the three 
provinces no longer present a haggard 
‘nd grieved appearance. This is a 
raleful sign and shows that politi- 
‘eal progress is being, achieved,” sald 
Gon! Chiang Kai-shek, after he re 
turned here from his 28-day tour of 
fix central and” western provinces, 
Including Hupeh, Szechuan, Yunnan, 
Kwelchow, Hunan, and Kiangal, 
He considered the headway made 

‘the opium suppression campaign 
fs the greatest progress in Yunnan, 
Kwelchow, and Szechuan. Not only’ 
had. the provincial authorities suc- 
ceeded in banning poppy planting 
fand opium smoking, but many addiets 
‘automatically had ‘cured. themselves. 

‘the habit. As a result of the 
‘conversion of poppy flelds into farm- 
Tands, there "had been increased 
agricultural produetion and the livell- 
hood of the peasants had boon im 
proved. 

Ropid progress also had been 
achieved in communications and re- 
construction. While admitting. that 
politieal progress has been made, he 
thought there still was room ’ for’ 
Improvement, “Greater care should 
be exercised in the selection of] 
magistrates, and publle education 
thould. be further ‘promoted. The 
organization of militia corps and the 
{raining of the masses also warranted 
the attention of the local authorities 

"The greatest negligence had been| 
found in the development of land 
resources, afforestation work, river 
Gredging,” and promotion and’ devel- 
‘opment. of people's economy, He 
fexhorted local authorities to take 
Steps to ameliorate the situation. Gen. 
Chiang also was dissatisfied with the 
compulsory labour service "system 
now being undertaken in the three: 
rovinees. The greatest defect he 
found was that’ all the labourers: 
Grafted belonged to the poor class. 
‘while the well-to-do failed to con~ 
tribute their service. He asked that 
this be immediately corrected. 

‘The absence of public health facili- 
tes In Szechuan, Yunnan, and Kwei- 
‘chow also came under criticism, Sev- 
feral districts in Yunnan and Kwel- 
chow, he discovered, do not even 
have drug stores, Since public health 
Ig directly. concerned with the pro- 
‘motion of ‘public education. public 
@efence, and the people's livelihood, 
sucha’ deplorable situation should, 
be bettered. 

‘As 10 local administration, Gen. 
Chiang admitted that the machinery 
was working smoothly. Neverthe. 
less, he saw one great defect, and 
‘thai was that the work so far done 


























was "impracticable. Furthermore, 
there wat no co-ordination and little 
efficiency.

Call for Rigid Suppressio 





Crews Specially Searched: 


Sino-Japanese Arrangement 


Alarmed at the extent to which 
smuggling has developed in the north, 
Tocal ‘Chinese Industrial leaders 
on Friday convened an emergency 
meeting, when it was decided to) 
petition’ Government to suppress the’ 
Meit trade rigidly, The suggestion 
that taxes on sugar and artificial sili

‘on sugor, saying that such a step will 
completely ruin Canton's sugar in- 
dustry which is still In its infancy, 

Compared to the sugar tox of a 
dozen bf European countries, the 
Chinere tariff is the lowest, Mr, Feng 
sald. China produced ' 15,000,000 
piculs of sugar in four south-western 
provinces, but the amount dropped 
to 4,000,000 pleuls in 1930 due to a 
veduetion of the tax and dumping of 
forelgn products. A reduction of the 
sugar tax will therefore result in the 
finai destruction of the Chinese sugar 
Industry, Mr, Feng concluded,

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FACTORY CONDITIONS TO BE IMPROVED 
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My Hearts Swell 


National Economic Council to Carry Out Industrial 


Hygiene Work Here 


Interesting in view of the recent 
outery against factory conditions In 
Shanghal, there comes tho statement 
that plans for starting industrial 
hygiene work in Shanghal, as well 
asin ‘Tsinglao, Tientsin and Hankow, 
have been completed by the Central 
Field Station of the Nationa! Econo- 
mle Council, The statement is eon- 
tained in the annual report of the 
Counell ‘issued recently. ‘The indus 
trlal health work of the station has 
been carried out in co-operation with 
the Central Factory” Inspection 
Bureau of the Ministry of Industries, 
It Is stated, and the Division of 
Industrial Hygiene has prepared 
pamphlets and posters for distribution 
in factories, and conducted surveys 
in several industrial centres, includ- 
ing Shanghai, Wusth and Nanking. 
In the last-named city, an industrial 
hygiene service has been organized 
in the Yungll Chemical Factory, and 
in several brick factories, 

Other points with regard to tho 
health activities of the Council are 
that the station has frequently 
dolailed is staff members to different 
paris of the country to investigate 
fand assist in the control of epidemic 
iseases such as dysentery and 
typhold in Klangsi and of plagues in 
Fuklen, Owing to the Importance of 
‘a cerlain type of plague in Fukien, a 
Permanent vanil-plaguo station has 
been organized in Lungyen. The staff 
gat all times ready to send ant 
epidemic fold. units, equipped with 
fleld laboratories {0 the provinces 
whenever their services are nevded. 

‘Parasitology was particularly. {m- 
portant in China on account of the 
prevalence of malaria and the 
humerous diseases caused by insects, 
protozoa and worm, Malaria and 
Mosquito surveys had ‘been conducted 
ina number of provinces, and field 
units for the study and control of 
Yarlous disenses had been sent out 
from the station. An expedition was 
despatched to Kweichow and Yunnan 
to study, the mysterious disease 
Ienown ag “Changehi," and as a result 
of selentine Investigation the disease 
had been proved to be a form of 
‘malaria, 











Sanitary Engineering 

‘Tho station had taken up sanitary 
engineering work of every deserip~ 
tion In the fleld of municipal and 
rural sanitation, . Various munictpall- 
ties such as Nanking, Peiping, Hong. 
chow, ‘Tientsin and ‘Hankow, had 
Fequested the assistance of the 
station In solving their water prob- 
Jems. Close co-operation was main- 
‘tained with the local authorities of 
Shanghai, Nanking, Nanchang, Kuling. 
Lanchow, Sian ‘and many other 
cities inthe Improvement of sanlla~ 
lon, Including the installation | of 
‘sewage and draining systems, the dls- 
infection of wells, inauguration of 
modern methods of garbage disposal 
and fly control, 

‘With regard to road construction in 
tho North-West of China, the cottne!l 
had undertaken the entire respansi- 
bility for the building of three. main 
drunk roads, because the Provincial 
Governments did not have sumelent 
resources to make their usual contrl- 
dulion, The first of these was the 
Sian-Lanchow Highway, 740 illo 
metres in length. - Originally on old 
courier road, it had been renovated 
by military labour and also by rellet 
Yabour, ‘The couneit had planned to 
convert the road Into a modern high- 

programme was in. three 
firstly, to make the road 
‘open to motor trafile in fine weather, 
secondly to make 9 modern earth 
road good enough for motor trame, 
fand thirdly to construct @ road sur- 
faco serviceable under all weather 
conditions. 

‘The construction of this road was 
fof great engineering interest, since 
its “entire course was within the 
Jooss-belt of China. Road building 
over locss sail raised many technical 
problems. Work on the road began 
in April 1934, and was completed at 
the end of August, 1995. The road 
was opened to traifle on May 1, 1935. 
‘and since then a bus services had 
been established under the auspices 
of the North-Western National High 
way Administration, setup. at_ the 
Beginning of 1035 to ake charge of 
transport. matters on the Sian-Lan- 
chow highway. ‘The journey from 
Sian to Lanchow, a distance of 740 
Kilometres, which formerly. took at 
Teast a fortnight, could now be 
covered in four days. 























Second Road Completed 
‘The second road to be completed 
during ‘the year was the Sian-Han- 
chung Highway, 420 kilometres long, 
and lying within the boundaries of 
Shensi Province. Work on the sec~ 
lion from Sian to Paochi consisted in 
improving onthe existing roadbed, 
Bot the seetion from Paochi to Ta 
shhuing, @ distance of 253 kilometres, re- 
juired entirely new construction. More 
‘ngineering dificulties were encounter~ 
id in building this road than in the case 


and in Other Cities 


work began in October, 1934, and 
lwas completed by the end of Dec- 
lember last year. Compared with the 
lfortnight's journey by means of 
Jdonkey carts, the communication be- 
tween Sian and Hanchung was short- 
jened to a three-day Journey. 

‘The third road under construction 
jwas the Hanchung-Nincheon High- 
way. about 140 kilometres Tong, link 
ling "Hanchung with Kwangyuen, in 
[Szechuen Province, 

In 1935, the counell was made the 
Inighest national authority for water 
Jeonservaney administration, and as 
the first step of this re-organization 
the council abolished all redundant 
jconservaney institutions and merged 
la number of small organizations into 
Jone. The effect was to place the 
Jgreater part of such administration 
jin the hands of the Kuangtung Con 
lscrvancy Board, the North China 
Rive: Commission, the Yellow River 
Commission, the ‘Hwal River Com- 
mission and the Yangtze River Com- 
mission. These commissions were 
required by the new regulations to 
Jsubmit all thelr projects of expendl- 
ture for the approval of the Council. 


Irrigation Sche 

‘The frst undertaking was the 
limprovement of the existing Chingho| 
lsystem in North-West China, which 
Jwas “successfully completed "in the 
lspring of 1995. About 450,000 mow 
Jot land were irrigated, ‘and the 
leconomie improvement throughout 
lthe whole region was very notice- 
lable. ‘The region was becoming an’ 
important cotton producing centre. 
The second undertaking was the 
JLoho scheme, which would be com- 
pleted during the coming summer. 
[The main overflow dam in the riv 
land many conetruetion works along 
tho main canal had been completed. 
Ihe “scheme would irrigate $00,000 
mow, and the construction cost was 
estimated at $1,500,000. 

‘The Kinshul Reclamation Project 
was completed in April, 1995, at a 
total cost of $900,000. ‘The Kinshui 
lwas tributary of the Yangtze River 
Jentering it on the right bank at Kin- 
Jkow. not far from Hankow. AS a 
result’ of the operations now “com- 
Ipleted, over £00,000 mow of land was 
reclaimed from lakes in South~ 
HWestern Hopeh. In the work of flood 
prevention and river regulation, much 
Jattention had been paid to the Yellow 
River, where breaks in the dykes 
nad been closed, and other dykes had 
been strengthened, Inland navigation 
Jand hydraulic research are also men- 
tioned in the annual report, and 
lunder Agricultural Rehabilitation it 
is stated that the Council had organ- 
ized. three commissions, for the im- 
provement ‘of sericulture, fort 
rationalization of the cotton indus 
fry, and for the promotion of the 
leconomle well-being of the farmers. 

















RIOT AT KIOUSIN DOCK 


A pitehed battle waged early on 
‘Tuesday, May 5, between former 
employees of the ‘Kiousin Dock and 
the present Chinese staff resulted in 
four of the latter being taken to the 
Hospital St. Marie, suffering from very 
serious injuries to the head and body. 

‘Some time ago, the Kiousin Ship- 
building & Engineering Works, Ltd, 
dismissed a number of its native staf, 
who had gone on strike, and engaged 
over a hundred workmen in thelr 
place. ‘The dismissed men gathered 
fon the Pootung property of the dock 
company at 6.30 am. yesterday, and, 
with knives, sticks, and other weapons, 
commenced {o assault the new work- 
men. Several were wounded on both 
sides, and some sixty arrests were 
‘made by the Bureau of Public Safety, 
which sent a special body of men to. 
the scene to break up the fight.

Lejay, 0s.c,, general director of the 
Ioeal observatory, will make a report 
‘ona. hitherto almost unobserved 
phenomenon in connection with the 

Everybody knows that the gravita- 
tional pull of the moon causes ocean 
tides, but how many people know 
that when the moon Is in a certain 
position in the heavens whole con~ 
finents are stretched as much as 40 
feet in one direction, and that when 
the moon changes fis position they 
snap back Into place again, and Ialer 
stretch for another 40 feet in tho 
‘opposite direction? 

‘This remarkable fact was first dis- 
covered by the astronomers of 
Siceawel Observatory some ten years 
‘ago, and it is now the subject of 
Intensive research by the observa- 
orles of Nauen, in Germany, and 
Bordeaux, in France. During the 
months of October and November, 
4026, "the local astronomers, after 
carefully. checking thelr records, dis- 
covered that the longitude of the 
world was considerably altered dur- 
Ing certain phases of the moon. This 
was confirmed by a series of observa- 
Yions taken in October and Novem- 
ber, 1933, and was communicated to 
other observatories by radio. 

It is thought that possibly the 
gravitational force of the moon keeps 
the continents of Europe and Asia in 
‘a continual state of movement. ‘This 
theory Is based partially on a vary~ 
ing time lag noticed in the reception 
of time signals, and inasmuch as this 
fs often as much as a tenth of a 
second in the caso of the German 
observatory, the fathers at Slezawel 
prefer to get thelr signals from 
‘America. 

‘At the moment, the observatory Is 
not conducting any further research 
into the matter although a resump- 
tion of the study of this exceedingly 
interesting phenomenon will probably 
Be made after the Edinburgh con- 
ference in September, 

Tt must be pointed out, however, 
‘that the ealevlations made’so for are 
not tolally conclusive, as they are 
based only on observations made 
hhere during the months of October 
jand November—the best monthe of 
the year in Shanghai for the study

How far this movement of the con~ 
{tinents affects the lives of tho people 
Jon them is not yet known, but dis 
leoveries of the enormous influence of 
the moon on living things is being 
made continually by scientists in 
different parts of the world. 

Effects of the Moon 

A Parisian physician, for instance, 
nas collected ‘statistics’ showing that 
the largest number of births occur 
when the moon is near the horizon. 
Tt has also been more or less satis- 
factorily proved that certain sea 
Janimals, and particularly sea 
‘ching, “are always plumper at full 

‘The Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries of Great Britain has proved 
that the Best catches of herring may 
always be expected at {ull moon, and 
that the record “hauls” generally 
Jcoineide with a full moon during the 
[second week in October. This, it is 
thought, may be caused olther by 
the attraction of shoals to the surface 
by the greater amount of moonlight, 
Jor by the movement of the water 
Jeaused by the moon, causing con- 
Jeentrations of the millions of tiny 
ocean creatures and plants which 
form the food of herrings and other: 
‘sh. 2 

‘Research at-the moment is being 
Jconditeted oll over the world in an 
Jeffort to trace the connection be-~ 
tween the moon and the weather, 
Jand ‘between the moon and tho 
iRrowth of plants. 

‘Although, due to a shortage in 
staff, Slecawel Observatory will not 
fbe ‘present at the gathering of 
jselentists in northern Japan next 
month, it will make observations of 
‘he partial eclipse which will be 
Visible, ‘weather permitting, in 
JShanghal, commencing at 1043 am. 
‘and photographs will probably be

Commander of U.S. Marines| 
Bids Shanghai Good-bye 


Before a guard of honour repre- 
sentative of the military and naval 
forees stationed in Shanghai, Colonel 
J.C, Beaumont, in command of the 
Fourth Regiment, United States 
‘Marine Corps since July, 1038, bade 
an official farewell to this city on 
‘Thursday morning. Col. Beaumont 
Was a passenger on the ss. Tsingtao 
‘Maru when she left next morning for 
Dalren, and Is travelling via Siberia 
to Washington, D.C., where he is to 
take up his post as Brigadler-General. 

Shortly before 1030 am, the guard 
of honour drew up on” the Bund 
Foreshore, between Kiukiang and 
Poking Roads, and facing the river. 
Olive-drab, Khaki, navy blue, and 
winter field green mingled "ina

WHY EMPEROR FLED 
ABYSSINIA 


American Correspondent 
Gives Five Reasons 


Emperor Haile Selassi abandoned 
Addis Ababa for five reasons in the 
opinion of Mr. James A. Mills, 
‘Associated Press staff correspondent 
who recently left Ethiopia. ‘These 
Feasons were purely personal, Mr. 
Mills told to members of the Ameri- 
jean Women’s Club during the course 
Jot an informal talk on Tuesday, 
May 5. 

First," the Emperor {elt that he 
might be blamed by his own people 
for having lost the war and it is 
quite possible that be might ‘sce 
nother man placed on the throne, 
according to #he speaker. he 
second reason is that the Emperor 
wished to avold the humiliation of 
having to abdicate under Ttallan 
rule. 

‘Thirdly, the Emperor actually 
feared for his own life at the hands 
of the Italians. Haile Selassi, the 
‘speaker pointed out, had several 
arrow escapes. He revealed that 
‘once when he was with the Emperor 
in Desst he personally saw how near 
fo death the ruler came when the 
Ttallans sent bombing planes without 
warning. Then, the Emperor, 
without secking ‘safely seized a 
machine gun and began defending 
himself against the planes. 


Peace in ‘The Holy City 

‘Then too, Mr. Mills said, the Negus 
felt that the League of Nations and 
England had thrown Abyssinia over~ 
board, Finally the Emperor _un- 
doubtedly saw that it was futile 10 
continue fighting Italy with her tanks, 
“planes and poison gas and other 
modern equipment of warfare while 
the Abyssinian army was equippad 
only with old-fashioned rifles an 
‘spears. 

Both the Emperor and Empress 
who are devout Christians hope to 
find peace in the Holy City, Me. 
Mills "sald. “He believes that the 
Emperor will enter a Coptic inon: 
tery and the Empress will seek solace 
in a convent. He said:—"The ‘King 
of Kings’ is on his way to Jerusalem 
to find a peace and repose which 
he failed to find in Abyssini 

Chaotic conditions exist in Addis 
Ababa to-day and the situation is 
fall the more dangerous, the speaker 
told the A.W.C. audience, because the 
ignorant natives cannot distinguish 
Between the Ttallans and the other 
white foreigners. The natives, he 
aid, are fanatical and superstitious 
‘and’ they have a deep prejudice 

inst white people. 


‘American Legal 


‘The American Legation, Mr. Mills 
believes, is the most vulnerable be- 
cause it is in the worst location, 
situated on the edge of the native 
city. It is fotaly unarmed and 
there are only four marines to guard 
the Legation people and the mis- 
slonaries. who have sought refuge 
there, Tt is four miles from all 
‘other Legations and absolutely cut 
off because roads have been cut off. 

‘Mr, Mills mentioned the gaflani 
part played by the Ethiopian women 
and "he also pald tribute to an 
‘American woman, Mrs. A. R. Stadin, 
recently killed, ‘who evacuated 0 
hospital completely of all patients, 
three minutes before It was demolish- 
ed_by Italian bombs.

NATURALIST SAILS 
FOR US. 


Specimens Brought Back 
from Indo-China 


Returning to America after five 
weeks spent in the interior of Indo- 
China, Dr, James L. Clark, viee. 
[director of the American Museum of 
Natural History. and leader of the 
Flelschman-Clark expedition to col~ 
leet specimens of animals and birds, 
passed through Shanghai over the 
‘week-end, arriving here on. Friday 
‘and leaving for Peiping on Saturday 
Afternoon. He was accompanied by 
‘Mrs, Clark, 

Dr. Clark is known not only as a 
collector and taxidermist, but as a 
Seulptor, and it is in the latter 
‘aty, he’sald when he passed throt 
‘Shanghal in Mareh on his way south, 
‘hat he does his most valuable work. 
He goes into the field, studies animals 
und birds in thelr movements, and 
then reproduces the subject in his 
tauseum in all its perfection. Con- 
Sequently, when skins are brought 
into be’ stuffed, the attitudes in 
which “the taxidermist wishes to 
‘place the ‘animals can be copied 
infter Dr, Clark's models. He was the 
first seuiptor to go into the fleld of 
natural history, and since that time 
‘museums have readily been employ~ 
‘ng sculptors who could capture the 
tnood of the animal to be placed on 

splay. 
On this trip Dr. Clark, who has 
collected all over the world, went 
fnto new country in Indo:China, 
whieh, although well explored, had 

ver yet been a ground for natural 
history research. Particularly did 
he wish to procure a specimen of the 
Banting a wild ox with large horns 
and deep red hide, He was lucky 
fot only in getting the skin of a 
‘ull but also of a cow. Specimens 
were also procured of lizards, birds, 
bats, and snakes. 

Moving to a new camp on the 
Lagna River specimens wore obtain- 
‘ed of rabbits, water buffaloes, oxen, 
Geer, and various birds and reptiles. 
‘Torrential rains approaching cut Dr. 
Clark's trip short by two wecks, and 
it was thought better to return to 
the coast with the specimens already 
obtained,

GERMANY EXPLAINS 
TRADE ACCORD 


Reciprocal Obligations with 
Manchoulcuo 


Berlin, May 8, 
In reply to numerous inquiries by 
foreign correspondents on the nature 
‘and contents of the trade agreement 
Tecently negotiated between the 
German and. Manchoukuo foreign 
exchange bureaux, the following 
statement was issued to-day: 

“The object of the arrangement Is, 
to adjust exchange disbursements in 
German-Manchurian trade in such a 
manner as to enable increased ex- 
ports and. imports by way of com- 
pensation, It provides for reciprocal 
obligations to bring about fixed vol-| 
lumes of Imports with due regard to 
the purchasing power available and 
without interfering with the existing 
‘organization of trade, 

“The arrangement was rendered 
necessary through the rapid decline 
of German foreign currency reserves 
last year, caused, in turn. by. the| 
shrinkage of exports and heavy pay- 
‘ments for the German external debt. 
German” importers of soya beans 
thereby were forced to reduce thelr 
purchases” to an extent seriously 
curtailing the production of butter 
‘and margarine in Germany, thereby 
Jeopardizing the standard of living.

‘Shanghai, May 11, 
Fairly active trading was witnessed 
during the past week under review, 
fand a large volume of bars were 
transacted, the greater part of which 
‘was done during the latter portion of 
the period, when the market sagged 
heavily.

‘As regards kina, the production is 
very strletly controlled and our quota 
for the year was nearly filled by the 
[shipment of stocks of bark on hand, 
which have accumulated for some 
years past, The sales aro strictly 
Under the ‘control of the Bandoeng 
‘Quinine Bureau and the price re- 
alized showed us a satisfactory profit.

Actually 
there are five estates, as although 
Limburg is treated as one, it con- 
sists of two divisions over 20 miles 
apart from each other. 

Tere have been several changes:

‘The standard production of rubber| 
‘given for 1936 is still provisional and 
the latest figure advised to us varies 
slightly from that shown in the re- 
port, being 3,537,019 Ib. or an increase 
of 441 Ib. Further changes are pos- 
sible but I do not think are very 
likely to occur. 

On the present basis of release by 
the restriction authorities the quantity 
of rubber allowed to be produced 
during 1938 Is some 2,210,600 "1b. 
whilst the average price realized thus| 
far this year is some 30 per cent 
higher than for the last year. 1 
therefore confidently anticipate that 
unless there is any unforseen change 
in the situation the results for the

Proposed New Canal 

It Is proposed during the current 
year to construct a canal to 
‘away the flood water before it reaches 
the lake on Limburg Estate; this 
should have tke result of decreasing| 
largely the amount of silt deposited 
in the lake and thus effect a material 
‘saving in the amount that kas to be| 
‘spent annually on dredging. 

Neither pests nor diseases gave any 
particular trouble during the year 
‘and the attacks of oidium  leaffall 
were much lighter than in previous 
years. It was however still neces- 
‘sory to continue with the sulphur 
‘dusting. 

Generally speaking all the estates| 
are in a satisfactory state of upkeep 
ind, apart from tke continued low 
price ruling for coffee, the prospects 
for the current year are better than 
they have been for some considerable 
time. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, I would 
ike to express our best thanks to| 
the various managers and their staffs, 
to the visiting agent and to the agents 
in Java for the very hard work that 
they Rave put in on the company's 
behalf.

‘You are, 1am sure, fully aware of 
the very dimeult conditions which. so 
far as all businesses connected with 
property development are concerned, 
were accentuated by the collapse last 
year of the real estate market, 

T trust you will agree with me tha 
the result of the year's trading can 
‘be considered sat'sfactory under these 
conditions. For your information 1 
have pleasure in offering you the 
following remarks on this report. 

‘On comparing this year’s balance 
chet with last year’s you will notice 
that our sundry debtors are lower, and I 
‘am pleased to be able to report that 
a substantial proportion of these have 
already been collected and paid into 
Jour banking account. Our sundry 
‘reditors are slightly higher than last 
year but. these have already been 
Viquidated. ‘The other items in the 
balance sheet follow very closely 
those of the preceding year, the in 
vestments remaining identical and, as 
you will observe, our cash position 1s

Conditions in 1935 


‘The annual shareholders'_mecting 
of the Tal Ping Insurance Co, Ltd., 
took place on Friday in the ‘Board 
Room of the Kincheng Banking Cor- 
poration, Shanghai, with aver ninety 
er cent, of the shares represented. 

Inthe absence of Mr, Oel Tios, 
Chairman ‘of the Board,’ Mr. T. M: 
Chow, one of the managing directors 
and concurrently general manager. 
presided. 

Tn reviewing the Conpany's oper 
tions during the last year. Mr. Chow 
placed special emphasis on the dif 
ulties encountered due to the general 
Gepression in China and the marked 
tendency of falling insurance rates 
throughout most of the districts where 
the company operated, This was true . 
both in respect of fire and marine 
insurance, he stated. Accordingly the 
amount of reserves as on December 
31, 1985, was considerably increased 
to’ bring the total to just over halt 
‘a million dollars compared with about 
{$800,000 on December $1, 1934. ‘The 
Feserves at the close of last year were 
as follows: 














$501,025.87 

In discussing the operations of the 
various departments, Mr. Chow re 
ported the comparatively low loss 
Patios obtained from fire and casualty 
underwriting, which were respective 
ly 39% and’ 38% per cent. Results 
from the marine department wei 
less gratifying, the loss ratio being 
just over 49 per cent, In all c 
premiums received registered sli 
Increases over 1934 as did 
amounts of losses paid.

(Qt [ean find no better argument 
for my contention ‘against the real 
usefulness of the S.V.C. than the very 
statement B. Brocxuouse has so 
clearly enunciated under Ttem U.) of 
his letter, He says, “The foreign 
Garrisons in Shanghai can be with- 
drawn at any moment without ref 
erence to the Council, ete., ete, 
Precisely; there is where the possible 











usefulness of a Volunteer’ Corps 
would immediately cease, It would 
take a considerable professional army 





to defend Shanghai against either in- 
ternal or external aggression, Asking 
1,909 armed men, therefore, fo hold a 
city of a million and a quarter souls 
with a seventeen mile perimeter, un- 
defended water and air approaches, 
no demilitarized zone, is. pluinly 
ridiculous, 

‘Along a considerable and the more 
dangerous (from a point of view of 
external aggression) sections of the 
Boundary, long lines of dwellings 
have frontage on the Municipal Road 
while thelr back entrances lead from 
Chinese territory. Would a few 
strands of barbed wire prove sufi- 
clent defence against trained troops? 
Here I will ask your correspondent 
‘and others kindly to disabuse their 
‘minds of the age-old idea abour the 
Chinese soldier, 1¢ Chapel in 1932 has 
not altered their views they must be 
pretty blind indeed, 

(2) ‘There is no call for a military 
unit to resist riots or internal dis- 
turbance of a purely localized nature. 
‘That Js the function of the Police and 
the Specials, If they are not in suf- 
cient numbers to-day, turn the §.V.C. 
into a Specials Reserve. Their de 
fensive powers would not be 
minimized by the change in namo and 
organization, and colour of the 
uniform, 

(8) "The Volunteers Corps Is sup- 
posed by its presence to ensure law 
and order. There were times when 
acting as an irritant to Chinese feel- 
ings it threatened to ensure just the 
contrary, We came not to fight but 
to trade.

Sin—One reads in local papers 
(and doubtless the same kind of ews 
is found in the Shanghai papers) to 
the cffect that the contraband now 
being brought into China by Japanese 
vessels is being landed at Peitaiho 
etc, For the beneft of your rend- 
fers, and more especially Tor visitors 
to ths Peitaiho Beach this surnmer, 
might T ask you please to publish the 
fact that positively no cargo is being 
landed within the beach area? ‘The 
cargo is being discharged | trom 
vessels, which anchor off—on. the 
eastern side—opposite the sand dunes, 
which would be about two miles to 
the north-east of the Eagle Rock 
houses, while other vessels anchor 
about ‘two or so miles to the west- 
ward of the Tal River. ‘The Tai 
River is the western boundary of the 
Beach area, but the nearest houses to 
‘the stream would be about half a 
mile or more eastward of it, 

Cargo Is not even being trans- 
Ported to the station over roads lead- 
Ing from the beach to the Junction. 

During the heavy blows these 
vessels shelter in our bays. Often a 
fleet of about thirty-five vessets—one 
‘or two about five hundred tons. bur~ 
then, others, say nearly all of them, 
range between thirty and sixty tons— 
‘ean be counted anchoring for shelter 
under Lighthouse Point, Even then 
it is vory rare to see a sailor from 
these vessels moving about the beach 
area,

A Personal Visit 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Nonri-Cuixa Darcy News" 

SinjI read with great interest the 
report in. yesterday’ ie, of the 
“North-China Daily News" of the 
sermon by the Rev, Michael Bruce 
regarding factory ' conditions in 
Shanghal, Last fall T was a member 
‘of a committee which did some in« 
‘vestigation along this same line, parti- 
eularly with reference to the con 
ditions under which women and 
children work in Shanghai. We found 
conditions fully as appalling as Mr. 
Bruce has pletured, 

For instance, we visited a cotton 
mill where the alr was filled with 
Unt, We visited a rubber factory 
where the girls breathed fumes from 
xasoline twelve hours a day as they 
fitted the tops of rubbers to the soles. 
‘One may imagine what would happen 
in ease some one lighted a eigarette 
anywhere near the building. We 
Visited also a sitk Mature in which 
children stood for twelve hours a 
ay dipping their hands in hot water 
In which the cocoon were soaked, 
‘water so hot that their eyes were red 
‘and inflamed from the steam whieh 
‘came up into them all day long. And 
fat night another shift of children 
wont through the same experience 
for another twelve hours. 

‘Then we visited the places where 
some of these girls lived. We saw 
fone room where eight girls slept on 
1 raised platform about a foot off the 
floor, arranged alternately head and 
fect, and were told that their beds 
were vacated in the morning in time 
to be occupied by the night shift, and 
vice versa. One evening we stumbled 
up a dark narrow stairway to an up- 
stairs vom, about 12ft, x 14{t, which 
had been divided by bamboo and 
newspaper partitions into {wo rooms 
and a passageway. ‘The front room 
‘was occupied as nearly as we could 
see by the light of the little kerosene 
Tomp, by a family of fve, who ate, 
slept, and had thelr sanitary arrange: 
ments all in this small. space. The 
‘back room was occupied by the Iand~ 
Indy. As we turned {0 leave, one of 
us brushed against the lamp, it tip 
ped—and we saw ourselves’ in the 
flash of a second trapped in that tiny 
space, 

Of course our committee has not 
seen everything by any means. But 
‘we saw enough to convince us that 
somethings must be done, at least by 
‘those who call themselves Christian. 











As Mr. Bruce suggests, every one of 
us is reaponsible—not only the land- 
owners and factory owners, but each 
of us who looks for a “bargain,” and 
demands cheaper and ever cheaper 
goods. ‘This fs a tremendous prob- 
em, and there are many lines which 
must converge toward a solution, but 
T would like to suggest two things 
whieh I believe can be done by every 
fone concerned over this situation. 

First, ag Mr, Bruce said, Inform 
ourselves of the facts, either by per- 
sonal investigation, or by getting the 
facts from those who have investigat- 
ed, After we have the facts, pass 
them on. After all, China has a 
equate factory laws. But they can- 
not be enforced untit public opinion 
demands it 

‘Secondly; there are some factories 
‘aud stores which treat their_em- 
ployees more justly than others. There 
fare some factories, for instance, who 
do not use contract labor, and who 
pay higher wages, and who have 
medical attention at the service of 
thelr employees. Lot these factories 
and stores be publicized, let their 
goods be marked by some special 
Tabel, and then let the rest of us, the 
buying public, patronize those firms. 
This will be not only an encourage- 
ment to those who wish to do right, 
‘ut will be a potent check upon those 
who put private gain above human 
welfare,

Darroch Road Crime Sensation 
is “Little Cantonese," 
tor, who implicated

Ru, the Assistant Muni- 
cipal Advocate, who conducted the 
prosecution, had told the Judge that, 
during the period of remand, the 
prisoner Yih Hal-sen had given fuller 
details at the police station about the 
shooting of Nakayama. 

"According to Yih's statement at the 
police station, Mr. Ru said, two meot- 
ings at least, atlended by two Koreans 
and three Chinese, had been held in 
the Cantonese socicty known as the 
Dong Nyi Yah Hui to discuss the pro- 
posed murder of a Japanese. Yang 
Ven-tao was the chicf of this sociely 
while Yih Hai-sen was a member. 
‘Two Koreans also desired to join the 
society but they were not admitted, 
‘according to Yih’s statement, 

‘Questioned by the Judge about his

‘After Yih's confession, Chang Shong, 
a wilness for the defence, was called 
at the request of Mr. Keh Shao-chi, 
counsel for Yang ‘Ven-tao.

Mr, Ru told the Judge that the real 
name of “Jack,” the Korean, who was 
‘mentioned several times’ by. the 
accused and witnesses in the ease, was 
Han Chlcliang, This Korean had told 
the police that he knew Yih Hal-sen, 
but denied having taken part in the 
shooting of Nakayama. The Korean 
witness was unable to testify.

M. Police, who deseribed how 
they locaied two witnesses im: 
mediately after the Darroch’ Road 
‘murder; Ho Shiang-wu, a shoemaker, 
who told the Judge ‘that, on the 
evening of November 9 Iasi, he we 
going to a Japanese shop when, on 
Darroch Road, he heard a shot ‘and 
saw a man run away through an.

‘A remarkable feature of the Bri- 
fish’ memorandum is the omission 
‘of any reference to mandated ter- 
ritories, 

‘The British Government, it_de- 
clares, is sure that the German Gov-

able before general negotiations open 
im order that, in future, no misun~ 
derstandings may cloud the confident 
co-operation of the Powers in 
Europe, 

Gtenr Declaration Sought 

‘The memorandum points out that. 
certain passages in Herr Hitler's 
‘memorandum of March 24 suggests 

iat the German Government con- 
siders that, by its Rhineland action, 
it has established a position whereby 
it can conclude “genuine treaties.” 
On the other hand, however, there 
were certain passages in the memor- 
andum which were capable of differ- 
ent Interpretation. 

Tt is clear, the questionnaire states,

RISING ROAD FATALITIES IN AUSTRALIA : 


An Increase of 43.9 Yer Cent.: Residents Against Speed 
Limit: Problem of Population

Sidney, Apr, 1. 
‘The subject of road ' accidents, 
fatal and injurious, is attracting in- 
erescingly close attention in New 
South Weles, and well it may. 
Public opinion is still far from being 
as alive to this danger as it should 
be, yet, even s0, It is obvious to the 
east thoughtful that the statistics 
‘of last’ year's highway casualties 
‘were in all conscience bad enough. 
In the stale of New South Wales, 
425 persons were killed, and about 
8,000 Injured (the murders for 1935, 
totalled only twenty). Yet the cur- 
rent rate which, if maintained, will 
far exceed the traMe death roll of 
1035. ‘The increase of fatalities 
for Janusry and February is 43.0 
per cent. ‘This means 82 deaths in 
Two “months. This. in spite of 
the fact that the increase in 
motor registrations for the past year 
wae only 75 per cont, This is re 
garded as a very sorious state of 
‘Affairs, so much so that the authori- 
ties have convened a comprehensive 
conference to survey exhaustively 
the whole position, 
Proposed Speed Limit 


At a preliminary conference, an 
official of the National Road Motor- 
{sts Association In referring to the 
‘suggestion made in Parliament for a 
speed limit of 30 miles an hour in 
Built up. areas, remarked that the 
conditions it has produced would 
not sult Australians, “I cannot im- 
agine," he said, “our drivers taking 
Kindly to being followed by a de- 
livery van manned by disguised 
police waiting for them to attain a 
Speed of 31 miles an hour in order 
to launch a prosecution.” 

‘Another speaker at a conference 
quoted the writer of the motoring 
oles in one of the leading English 
weeklies who stated quite recently 
that he had addressed more than 
fone meeting of motorists on the 
subject of the dangers of the road, 
and that he had been distinctly 
‘conscious of an atmosphere rather 
‘of resentment than of sympathy. 

‘One thing most people here’ do 
not expect is that any evidence will 
support the notion, often more than 
half seriously advanced, that women 
drivers are a menace. That idea 
has even Jess basis than tho worn- 
‘out mother-in-law joke. Of all the 
too numerous accidents reported 
daily ‘as oceuring in both town and 
country, rarely, indeed, is it to be 
noted that a woman at ‘the wheel is 
involved. Perhaps this is in part to 
be accounted for by the obvious 
fact that women who drive are 
scarcely ever to be scen “under the 
influence.” 

‘The figures indicate that approxi- 
mately three people are killed every 
two days in New South Wales.

In seeming responso to his threat, 
the Empire Migration | Sottiemeni 
Group has recently decided in Lon- 
don to despatch a mission to Aus:

‘Dealing with population Agures, a 
Government bulletin states that ‘at 
the end of 1934 there wore 6,905,609 
Persons in Australia, a growth of 
823,695 in 10 years. Natural increase 
contributed 81 per cent, and im- 
migration the remainder. "The aver- 
age annual increase over 10 years 
‘was 82,368 representing a growth of 
132 per cent. It is pointed out that 
in Australia "there are only 225 
persons to the square mile, varying 
from one person per 100. square 
miles inthe Northern Territory to 
2091 per square mile in Victoria. 

‘The birth rate for 1934, namely 
1639. per 1,000 of population was 
the lowest ever recorded. but Aus- 
fralia's rate which is ow compared 
with other countries, is fortunatcly 
compensated by a low  death-rate, 
giving a relatively high natural in- 
erease, 

There were 35 deaths of contenar- 
ans, 18 males and 17 females. Deaths 
of children under one year number- 
ed 4,772 the rate being 44 per 1,000, 
which was lower than any other 
country in the world, excluding New 
Zealand and the Netherlands.

How long ago it seems that 
“Dodo” was being furtively men- 
toned by young married women, 
and Mr, E, F, Benson, the son of 
archbishop indeed, was con~ 
sidered to be a very daring person 
‘The young woman who calmly dis 
‘cusses Hugh Walpole’s books when 
she is still at school would be 
astonished to find that her aunt or 
mother were not allowed even to 
mention such a name as “Dodo.” 
But the fact that it was a best seller 
is noted and human nature being 
very much the same to-day as it 
‘was yesterday, it may also be as- 
sumed that the schoolgirl of the 
aughty nineties managed most 
successfully to smusigle “Dodo” 
into the dormitory or bed-room, 
especially it the ban on the book 
had been sufficiently well enforced. 
First published in two volumes, as 
was the fashion in those day 
‘May, 1893, “Dodo” reached the 10th 
edition before November in that 
‘year, and the 11th edition eame out 
in one volume, another daring in« 
novation. In 1804 the 12th and 13th 
editions came out, and the Lath in 
the following year. ‘Then followed 
inactivity, suggesting that the 
saluration point had been reached, 
and the 15th edition did not appear 
‘til! 3907 and the 16th in 1910. ven 
80, between 1914 and 1927 further: 
editions. were pufblished. bringing. 
the total up to 25 editions, untit in 
1936 the Penguin Books produced 
the 26th, 














‘That chronological record shows 
that there must be something in 
‘Mr. Benson's work which has at- 
tracted the public and th eopport- 
unity afforded by this latest edition 
may be taken to try and reeaplure 
the sensation which was produced 
in 1893, 43 years ago almost fo the 
day, when it burst on an astonished 
England. .

As a story the Hollywood 
scenario writer would probably not 
despise it, but it is intensely 
artificial and the modern reader 
will feel that he is really following | 
the fortunes of puppets dancing to 
the tunes played by Victorian ex- 
quisites in the vein of Oscar Wilde. 
‘There is something of the “Lady 
Windermere’s Fan” atmosphere in 
“Dodo.” The portrait of the noble 
husband is very much like those 
stilted photogravures of Foreign 
Secretaries in the spacious age 
when no one could imagine a For- 
‘eign Secretary being in so lowly a 
place as the House of Commons. 
‘Mr. Phillips Oppenheim has 
popularized that kind of magnifi~ 
cence with his marvellous ferlility 
in weaving seeret service plots. But 
Benson's claim to attention in 
‘Dodo" probably rests to-day on 
his success in reproducing the con~ 
versational moods of Victorian 
London, and it is also amusing to 
read the book and remember that 
It deals with a period when the 
motor-car was unknown and the 
telephone practically non-existent, 


‘This, of course, is only ancther 
way of saying that it is a period 
novel. But readers of “Pride and’ 
Prejudice” will find that “Dodo” is 
far more old-fashioned than 
Elizabeth -Bennett. In fact Jane 
Austen proves her right to stand| 
‘as a classic when Benson remains 
Just a competent recorder of a 
passing phase. Nevertheless, the| 
artlessness of the narrative is 
refreshing. Here, for example, is 
the conversation between the happy 
husband of Dedo and his cousin 
Jack who, as already explained, 
‘was originally an aspirant to Dodo's 
hand. ‘The two men are driving 
from the elation to Chesterford 
‘House where Jack has come on a 
visit:

thoughts of matrimony. So Sir 
‘Thomas Gorges, 13 years older than 
Helena, having cautiously obtained

‘This ‘book Js not an easy one to 
review. It appears to be a diatribe 
directed against the Freudian schoo} 
‘of psychiatry. ‘The ook itsel€ is 
somewhat disjointed, and one of its 
features is the profession of modesty 
fon the part of the author. TL would 
appear that he fears thai his unas- 
sertive manner has resulted in his 
views being overlooked. It would 
jscem a pity if this is really the case 
Jamongst experts on the subject sinco 
the author himself points out that, 
if from the many rival systems of 
psychology he has singled out Freud 
a8 the object of his eritical attack, 
itis ‘not that he considers Frew 
views more deserving of criticism, 
but rather that he holds Freud's 
‘system to be the most deserving of| 
honest criticism, since it has the es- 
sential foundations of truth, lacking: 
in most other contemporary’ systems. 
and nearer to the system elaborated 
by himself. 

‘The reader can therefore feel as- 
sured that he is benefiting by the ex- 
Hperience of one who at least is con- 
{ident enough to take a positive view 
‘and this may possibly console him 
for the fact that the book consists of 
‘a large number of dogmatic -state- 
ments, entirely unsupported by 
evidence. It is therefore perhaps 
fairest to assume that it is merely 
a critical study of certain fallacious 
theories, and thal the essential truths 
‘of the ‘author's psychological works 
are to be found in his other writings. 

It is, however, a little difficult to 
feign an interest in a book which 
really consists of a polemic, directed 
against the Freudian school.

1918 he again visited its west coast

tants. In 1921, when Rasmussen or- 
‘ganized the well-known expedition to 
northern Canada that eventually car- 
ried his dog-team right across the 
Arctic to Bering Strait, Dr. Birket- 
‘Smith accompanied him as ethnologist, 
and for two years travelled from tribe 
to tribe, and from band to band, 
among the little-known Eskimos and 
Indians in and bohind Hudson Bay, 
It was for his work on this expedl- 
ion that the Royal Danish Geogra: 
phical Society awarded him its Egede 
Medal, the Swedish Anthropological
